USING AUTO IN 


WINTER FAVORED 


Stored Car May Be Badly 
Damaged by Freezing 
and Moisture. 


r«: 


Strange jis it may seem. It is tisu- 
*l!y better for an automobile, and it 
may 1»«* cheaper, to keep it in operu- 
ti» m all winter than to lay it up. Out­ 
side of a slightly larger consumption 
•f gasoline and the cost of alcohol or 
other 
anti-freeze 
compound, 
it 
is 
scarcely more expensive to run a car 
during the winter than 
during 
the 
summer, while it may be most ex ­ 
p ensive to lay up a car and have it 
meet with harm through cold, mois­ 
ture and lack of attention. 
For a car 
iJiiit is ii. daily use must receive a 
certain amount of care to be kept run­ 
ning sufficiently, while a car that is 
locked up in a cold, sometimes snow­ 
bound, garage gets no attention. 
Must Prep are Eng ine. 
If you 
intend 
to run your 
car 
through the winter, as most people do, 
you 
must do 
three simple 
things, 
writes George A. Liters in the Popu­ 
lar Science Monthly. 
You must pre­ 
pare the engine for anti-freeze com­ 
pound, put in anti-freeze compound, 
and renew the latter as it evaporates 
or is lost through leakage. 
The 
first 
of 
these 
precautions 
amounts to little more than seeing 
that your water circulation system is 
tight. 
A small drip during the sum­ 
mer is inconsequential; it means mere­ 
ly adding water from time to time. 
The same drip in the winter, though, 
Is likely to run into money, since it 
is 
carrying 
away 
an 
anti-freezing 
mixture that costs you between 50 
cents and a dollar a gallon. 
Rubber hose connections are the 
most frequent causes of leaks, and it 
i< usually well to renew these before 
filling with anti-freeze if they are old 
or their condition is doubtful. Renewal 
of the pump packing is another job 
that should be done before the anti­ 
freeze is placed in the radiator. 
It is 
also well to tighten the hose clamps 
a nd p u m p g la nd every two weeks or 
eo during thè winter since these parts 
may become loosened in driving. 
Ccmer.t S m a ll Leaks. 
Small leaks In the radiator can be 
repaired with a radiator leak-sealing 
compound. This should be done a cou­ 
ple of weeks be fo r e the anti-freeze is 
put in. to give the cement a chance to 
» et and harden. 
In addition to the 
various commercial anti-freezing solu­ 
tions, denatured alcohol, a mixture of 
half denatured alcohol and half glyc­ 
erin, and calcium chloride, mixed with 
the water in the cooling system in cor­ 
rect 
proportions, 
supplies 
effective 
means of preventing a car from freez­ 
ing. 
If your car is in good mechanical 
« •ondition the foregoing is really all 
you need to do to enjoy it through 
the winter.

Many motorists have difficulty in 
starting their cars in cool weather and j 
blame it on the improper adjustment I 
of the carburetor, which worked fine j 
all summer long. They neglect to have | 
the carburetor adjusted 
for winter 
use and instead they put up with hav­ 
ing to overchoke the engine and in 
many cases run f« » r a few blocks with 
the “ choke” out. 
They never know what this does to 
the engine until a few months later 
when it has to be completely over­ 
hauled. 
Then they find what automo­ 
bile experts have found before them, 
that 
the 
cylinders 
are 
pitted 
and 
scored—just as if they had not used 
enough oil. 
“ The overchoking causes crankcase 
dilution and destroys the protecting 
effect of the oil.” engineers of an 
automatic 
radiator 
shutter declare. 
“ It causes high gasoline expense and 
extreme carbonization. 
Furthermore, 
the low temperature causes moisture 
to gather on the cylinder walls, which 
causes corrosion. 
“ All this trouble, and It Is the cause 
of 50 to* 75 per cent of all motor 
troubles, can be prevented by guard­ 
ing against low temperature of the 
engine.”

Find Bro nze-Ag e 
Bo nes in Tha mes Bed 
London.—Sk ulls and bones of what 
are believ ed to hav e been lak e-dwell- 
ers of the Bronze age, approximately 
2000 B. C., hav e been found in the bed 
of the Thames at Sunbury, and Sir 
Arthur Keith, famous anthropologist 
p ronounces 
them at least 4,000 years 
old. 
Th« > bones were found about twenty 
feet below the riv er bed while excav a­ 
tions were being made for the con­ 
struction of a new lock , and they con­ 
sist of a woman’s sk ull ; thighbone of 
a woman about fiv e feet one inch in 
height ; man’s left shinbone, and man’s 
right armbone. 
The shinbone is flattened with what 
the 
scientists 
call 
the 
“squatter's 
facet,” showing the man passed much 
of his time In a crouching position. 
Bones of oxen, horses, pigs and red 
deer also were found, as well as six 
antlers. 
Sir Arthur says the human hones 
doubtless were those of the lak e, or 
pile, dwellers of the Celtic pre-Roman 
ruce of the late Neolithic or early

had transferred it. and a tract of pub­ 
lic land to cover it was taken tip in 
Florida to satisfy the warrant. 
A de­ 
cision was rendered denying the claim. 
With this rejection the dream of these 
claimants to sudden acquisition of 
vast riches went up into thin air. 
Another claim more comprehensive 
in scope and including a much larger 
area, was recently filed in which title 
to over BO.OoO acres of valuable land 
was claimed, 
This real estate, also 
worth many millions, was located on 
the outskirts of the city of Los An­ 
geles.

Official records of the general land 
office In *his case showed that the 
30,000 acres were once n part of an 
old Spanish ranch known as Rancho 
de Santiago. 
It was one of the early , 
land grants made hack In the eight- j 
eenth century by the Spanish crown 
to one of ills subjects.

grants were made by the government 
of Mexico to its citizens. 
When 
the 
United States won Its war with Mex­ 
ico in the late Forties of the last

tury and acquired the territory now ;

General Anthony Wayne, signed 
at 
Greenville, TIL, In 1787. 
By a subse­ 
quent treaty the

divided 
equally between a number 
o f Indian 
tribes that fished along the Take. These 
tribes included the Chippewas, Mfnmls 
and others, the Pottawatomles receiv­ 
ing three sections 
o f land as their 
share. 
They insisted that the Fotta- 
watoraies had 
never

relin­ 
quished their tfrfes to these sections. 
Under the law 
executive depart­ 
ments have no authority to negotiate 
claims of Indian 
tribes against rhe 
United States. 
This power is vested 
exclusively in congress.

count the secretary of the interior was 
compelled to refer the two old TnJiants 
r presenting their tribe to congress, 
i ’ d they were instructed to present

*ir claim before the Indian affafps 
committees of the senate and the house.

son with the latest one of the Chi'p- 
pewa Indians n-f Michigan.

Chippewa tribe Is planning to file a 
claim for property valued at several 
billion dollars. Their demand consists

10 feet of land on 
each side of 
ev ery creek, river and

An y award made by the 
court will not uflTcpt the ti’fes of the 
present holders of these lands In the 
state of Michigan, as the government 
will pay the claims in money. If grant­ 
ed in full, they will make every mem­ 
ber of the Chippewa tribe
